For a good many years past there has 
been a general complaint among farmers 
in the older states that it was impossi­ 
ble to get a catch of clover as freely as 
in olden times. Some have attributed 
this to a lack of potash in the soil, and 
there is no doubt that light applications 
of potash have stimulated a growth of 
clover where it would fail otherwise, 
but it seems to be now a settled fact 
that the failure is more often caused by 
acidity of the soil that can he remedied 
by a moderate application of lime. 
Clover catches more freely in a lime­ 
stone soil, and those farmers who have 
applied 10 or 15 bushels of lime to the 
acre have no trouble in growing an 
abundance of clover annually. We all 
know how freely it comes in wherever 
wood ashes are spread or even where 
there has been a little fire of brush in 
the field, and it is probably as much 
from the lime that is in these ashes as 
from the potash that the soil is made 
receptive to the clover p lan t—J. H.

Mrs. Abithe R. Wolcott, living on 
Langley avenue, in St. Joseph, declares 
that on Monday, October 11, she talked 
to Mrs. Adolph Luetgert, whose hus­ 
band is charged with converting his 
wife’s body into soft soap in a vat in his 
sauBage factory in Chicago, and upon 
whose life 12 men are passing judg­ 
ment. 


Mrs. Luetgert, as Mrs. Wolcott af­ 
firms, applied at the Wolcott home for 
shelter from the rain that fell heavily 
at intervals Monday, October 11. Mrs. 
Wolcott had followed closely the trial 
of the celebrated sausagemaker and 
had familiarized herself with the de­ 
scription of the woman whose bones are 
alleged to have been found iu the vat 
at Luetgert’s mill some time after May 
3 last. 


The moment she set eyes upon her 
caller, Mrs. Wolcott saw in her fea­ 
tures the woman so much talked about. 
It came to her like a flash that she was 
entertaining Mrs. Luetgert and she 
studied the countenance of the stranger 
closely. The woman was communica­ 
tive aMut all things but herself and 
she maintained an aggravating silence 
as to her name, and her home. 


Repeatedly she was asked her name 
by Mrs. Wolcott but an evasive answer 
was always couched in her reply. She 
w as a woman of intelligence and al­ 
though her attire was plain and no- 
ticeaoly worn she evidenced possession 
of culture and refinement. 
She said 
she was a student in art and expressed 
a desire to have Mrs. Wolcott p^e for 
her. 
Every effort was made to induce 
the womsn to divulge her name but the 
efforts were futile and the woman left 
as mysteriously as she came. 


Mrs. Wolcott related the incident to 
Dr. Metcalf 
immediately afiei* the 
stranger departed. 
The doctor had a 
photograph of Mrs. Luetgert which he 
obtained in Chicago.

Helped a Lawyer, Nonr FKmont, to Win 


HI* irirMt €»se. 


His first case at the bnr will never be 
forgotten by ex-Sonator John C. 8. 
Blackburn of Kentucky, for Abraham 
Lincoln played a conspicuous part in 
helping the yonng Kcntuckian to win 
his suit. Lincoln was merely an attor 
ney, waiting for one of his cases to be 
called, when the incideut occurred. 


Ex-Senator Blackburu was only 20 
years old when he began tho practice of 
aw, having graduated at Centre col* 
ege, Danville, Ky. His lirst case was 
tho United States court in Chicago, 
:)resided over by Justice John McLean, 
then on tho circuit. The opposing coun­ 
sel was Isaac N. Arnold, then at the 
head of the Chicago bar, and subse­ 
quently a member of congress and au­ 
thor of tho lirst biography of Lincoln. 
Young Blackburu had filed a demm*roy 
to Mr. Arnold’s pleadings in tho cauHo, 
and when tho case was reached on the 
calendar the young Kentuckian w’as 
quite nervous at having such a formida 
ble and exporieuced antagonist, while 
the dignity of the tribunal and the pres 
ence of a largo number of eminent law 
yers in court served to increase his ti­ 
midity and embarrasismeut. In truth the 
stripling barrister was willing to have 
any disiiositiou made of the cause in 
order to get rid of the burden of em­ 
barrassment and “ stage fright ” He was 
ready to adopt any suggestion (he op­ 
posing couuKel should make. 


Arnold made an argument in which 
le criticised the demurrer in a manner 
that increascil the young lawyer’s con­ 
fusion. However, Blackburn knew’ he 
nad to make some kind of an etrort. He 
¡>roi!mle<l w’ith a few remarks, weak 
and bewildering, and was about to sit 
down when a tall, homely, loose joint­ 
ed man sitting in the bar arose and ad­ 
dressed the ccmrt in behalf of the posi­ 
tion the young Kentuckian had assumed 
in a feeble and tangled argument, mak­ 
ing the points so clear that the court 
•ustained the demurrer. 


Blackburu did not know Avho his vol­ 
unteer friend was, and Mr. Arnold got 
up and sought to rebuke the latter for 
attempting to interfere in the case, 
w'hich he had nothing to do with. This 
volunteer was none other than Abrahtuu 
Lincoln, and this was the lirst and last 
time the Kentuckian ever saw tho rail 
splitting president. 
In replying to Mr. 
Arnold’s strictures Mi’. Lincoln said ho 
claimed the privilege of giving a young 
lawyer u helping hand when struggling 
with his first case, especially when he 
was pitted against an experienced prac­ 
titioner. —Chicago Timeji-HeralcL

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, Oct. 20.—George Mortimer 
Pullman, who died in ‘his bed at 
o’clock yesterday morning was born in 
Chautauqua county, N. Y., March 3, 
1831. At 14 he became a clerk in 
country store and later asaooiated him­ 
self with his elder brother in the cabi­ 
net making business at Albion and 
Grand Rapids. He came to Chicago in 
1859. and first engaged in raising build­ 
ings. 


While riding in an old-fashioned 
sleeping car it occurred to kim that 
there was a field for building comfort­ 
able coaches. 
He made experiments 
on several Illinois roads. His first car, 
the “Pioneer,” was completed in 1865, 
and immediately took rank as the most 
perfect railway vehicle that^the world 
had seen. This was the beginning o: 
the Pullman system, which has ?rown 
since to enormous proportion. 


Mr. Pullman was iaentified with al 
most every public enterprise in Chi­ 
cago. The industrial town of Pullman 
within the city limits, now contains 
over 11,000 inhabitants. 


The {?peat railroad strike of 181)3, of 
which Debs, as president of the Amer 
lean Railway 
union, 
assumed the 
leadership, was the direct result of 
diflferences which arose between Pull 
man and his employes. He was known 
as a stern master, and althougfh the 
town of Pullman has been admitted by 
eminent authorities to be the most 
perfect municipality in the world, 
has been made so at the expense of the 
men who have helped Mr. l*ullman ac 
quire his vast fortune, rather than by 
Pulhwan himself.

She said that it was boldly asserted 
n Ripley county bv the members of 
the mob and their friends that the gov 
ernor could not do anything and that 
no matter what informaiion he might 
sacure, he could find no jury in the 
county that would convict. 
She pro- 
testea with tears in her eyes that her 
husband did not deserve che death he 
suffered, and that the state authori­ 
ties owed it to the widows and mothers 
of the murdered men to bring the mur­ 
derers to justice at any cost. 


She was assured that everything pos­ 
sible was being done and that the state 
department would be as earnest in fer­ 
reting out and punishing the lynchers 
as it was possible to be with the disad­ 
vantages under which they acted. 


Mrs. Jenkins said that the people of 
tile county did not approve of the 
lynching of the five men, but they were 
terrorized by the threats of the leaders 
in the hanging and their mouths would 
be foreyer sealed if the state did not 
promise them protection.

For a good many years past there has 
been a general oomplaint among farmers 
in the older states that it was impossi­ 
ble to get a catch of clover as freely as 
in olden times. Some have attributed 
this to a lack of potash in the soil, and 
there is no doubt that light applioa|ions 
of potash have stimulated a growth of 
clover where it would fail otherwise, 
but it seems to be now a settled fact 
that the failure is more often caused by 
acidity of the soil that can be remedied 
by a moderate application of lime. 
Clover catches more freely in a lime­ 
stone soil, and those farmers who have 
applied 10 or IS bushels of lime to the 
acre have no trouble in growing an 
abundance of clover annually. We all 
know how freely it comes in wherever 
wood ashes are spread or even where 
there has been a little flre of brush in 
the field, and it is probably aa much 
from the lime that is in these ashes as 
from the potash that the soil is made 
receptive to the clover plant.—J. H. 
Hale in Hartford Ckinrant.
